NATIONAL MONUMENT 


A Brief Description of the 
Natural Setting and Human History 


T his Monument is administered by the U.S. Forest Service as part of the Sequoia National 
Forest and includes 38 Giant Sequoia (Sequoiadendron giganteum) groves, about half 
of the Sequoia groves currently in existence, including one of the ten largest Giant Sequoias, 
the Boole Tree, which is 269 feet (82 m) high with a base circumference of 112 feet. 

In 1955 most of the southern Sequoia groves were located on roadless privately owned 
land. The owner desired to trade his redwood land for non-redwood land on National For¬ 
est of equal value. I was assigned to work on a survey crew with instructions to locate the 
privately owned boundary lines and take measurements of it’s standing commercial trees 
in order to estimate the current market value of the lumber that would be produced on such 
lands. Additionally we had to locate enough National Forest non-redwood land with equal 
commercial value to offer in the proposed.exchange. The second year I was assigned as 
chief of the survey party, to complete the field work and submit an economic evaluation 
of all lands involved. The Giant Sequoia National Monument was Proclamation 7295 by 
President William Clinton on April 15, 2000. The Presidential Proclamation was published 
in the Federal Register, Tuesday, April 25, 2000, Vol. 65, No. 80s.

BUTTE CREEK

LASSEN VOLCANIC NATIONAL PARK 

October 9 
Sunday 

Meet at Chico Park & Ride west lot (Hwy CA 32/99) at 8 
am. Wear sturdy shoes, bring lunch, water and money 
for ride-sharing. Willow Lake, 5500 ft ele, is a unique 
body of water called a fen. Mats of floating sphagnum 
moss support a variety of unique and interesting plant 
forms. They are walkable, but you may get your feet 
wet. From Willow Lake we’ll hike about 1.6 miles to Ter¬ 
minal Geyser, a thermal area just inside Lassen Volca¬ 
nic National Park at 5840 ft ele.

MAIDU MEDICINE WALK/TALK 
WITH CHICO CREEK NATURE CENTER

Meet at Alice Hecker Native Plant Garden at the Chico Creek 
Nature Center in lower Bidwell Park at 10 am. Learn about 
native California plants that the local Maidu tribe used for 
medicine, food, and crafts. About 30 plants will be covered in¬ 
cluding: foothill pine for nutritious pine nuts and pitch for bacte- 
ria-resistant ointment; lemonade berry for a delicious lemony 
drink as well as fiber for baskets; soap root for cleansing suds 
and catching fish; and many others.

We start at just above the val¬ 
ley floor and proceed up Hwy 32 twenty-nine miles to Butte 
Meadows and then an additional twelve miles on unpaved 
road to Humbug Summit at maximum elevation 6714 ft. Along 
the route we’ll be stopping at select spots where the forest 
vegetation has changed in composition and vigor as eleva¬ 
tion increases. We’ll also cover fall color in foliage, normal dor¬ 
mancy, and look for possible signs of low tree vigor or death 
due to recent periods of low precipitation.

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Legislative Notes

VETO OR APPROVE ? 

A s of September 8, three of the eight California bills on which 
CNPS took a position this session are awaiting Governor 
Brown’s approval or veto. He has until September 30 to act. If 
he does not veto them, bills will go into effect with or without his 
signature. 

CNPS opposed AB 2029 dealing with specified exemptions from 
the requirements of timber harvesting plans, including activities 
to create defensible space. CNPS supported AB 1958 regarding 
exemptions for activities to conserve California black and Oregon 
white oak woodlands. CNPS also supported SB 1340 which 
regulates fees for permits for installation of automatic irrigation 
systems. A report will follow next month concerning bills which 
have become law.
